SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—Three of 
the four San Salvador refugees, who were 
brought here on the U.S. S. Bennington, 
and who were arrested by the Federal 
authorities at the solicitation of the gov- 
ernment of San Salvador, are now free 
men. They are Gen. Antonio Ezeta, Gen. 
Leon Balanos and Capt. Major Florencio 
Bustamente. The fourth, Col. Cienfuegos, 
will be sent back to San Salvador to 
answer far crimes charged against, 
him. Such the purport of the de- 
cision rendered by United States District 
Judge Morrow today. The. decision is a 
long one and occupied more than an hour 
in delivery. 

The court, after reciting the demand of 
the government of San Salvador for the 
refugees, went into the history of the 
Ezeta administration, which began in 
March, 1891. Prior to that time, Carlos 
Ezeta had headed a revolution against the 
existing government, in which the Presi- 
dent was slain. The court then referred 
to the revolution of this year which be- 
gan on April 29 and ended in the down- 
fall of the Ezeta government, and the in- 
cidents connected with the flight of the 
refugees. The fugitives had been detained 


on board the Bennington owing to a de- 


mand made for extradition soon after they 
boarded the Bennington. The provisional 
government was not recognized by this 
government until August 24. 
The court said the matter rested on 
whether there was sufficient evidence of 
criminality to justify him, as a commit- 
ting magistrate, in granting the demand 
for extradition. Judge Morrow said a 
e- 
He did not agree that 
proof sufflelent to convict would 
de necessary, but considered that 
the evidence should de sufficient 
to convince a cautious man of 
the guilt of the accused. The proper 
place for trial was where the crime had 
been committed. Any other course of pro- 
“cedure would entirely destroy the useful- 
ness of extradition treaties. These views, 
were in accordance with former decisions 
in extradition cases. : 
The first «ase considered was that of 
Cienfuegos, charged with attempt to mur- 
der Andres Amaya, in San Salvador. The 
court held that as the act in question had 
been committed about four months before 
the revolution, it was devoid of any polit- 
ical aspect, and so the ceurt would hold 
him for extradition. In the opinion of the 
court, no sufficient cause for Cienfuegos’s 


vised Statutes. 


The second case was that of Balanos 
and Bustamente, charged with hanging 
four unknown persons in Primavera, on 
May 29. The court held that the testimony 


in this case was of a hearsay character 


and could not be given any weight. The 


* ¢estimony also was that military operations 
were going on at that time. 


The third case was that cf all the de- 
tendants, charged with having hanged 
Casimiro Henriques. Henriques was hanged 
as a spy. Of this offense Balanos was in- 
nocent. The other three were guilty. 

The robbery of the Bank of San Salva- 
dor, charged to Ezeta; was next considered. 
The court considered the evidence of 
guilt preponderated, but, like the preced- 
ing case, ät would have to be considered 
in its political phase. As to the Killing 


ct Carus on the road to La Libertad, it 


was evident that Ezeta and Cienfuegos 
had committed the act. 

The more important side, the court said, 
was the political phase of the cases pre- 
eented. Except as to the assault com- 
mitted by Cienfuegos on Amaya, all the 
acts in question had been committed dur- 
ing actual hostilities. It had not been 
decided what constituted a political crime. 
He believed that the three cases here un- 
der consideration were political. Repre- 
gentatives of the South American States 
at the Pan-American Congress were quoted 
to show that this element of robbery was 
common in Latin-American revolutions. 
There was no doubt, the court said, 
that San Salvador was in a state of siege 
during all the time after April 29, when 
the crimes, except Cienfuegos’s attack on 
Amaya, had been committed. A state of 
Siege there corresponded with martial 
law here. The court did not believe that 
the overthrow of the Ezeta government 
changed the nature of the case. If this

‘Castleman Made a Game Struggle, 
but Was Beat Out by the Los . 
Angeles Champion—A 
Claim of Foul. 


The great twenty-five-mile bicycle rate 
for the championship of the Pacific Coast 
between Casey Castleman of Riverside 
and Thomas MeAleer of Los Angeles has 
been run and won by the local champion. 
It was run out from start to finish, and, as 
predicted it would be, was the gamest 
and most exciting race ever witnessed in 
Southern California, if not on the Coast. 


The day was warm and favorable for | 


recotd-breaking,; there being but a very 
slight breeze from the ocean, which did 
not interfere materially with the riders. 

The grandstand was well filled, as was 
also one end of the bleachers, a noticeabie . 
feature being the presence of a large 
number of the fair sex. The crowd de- 
gan to arrive at Athletic Park before 2 
o'clock, and many stood around in groups 
discussing the possible outcome of tne 
race, and all showed-a deep interest in 
the event. | 

About 2:30, McAleer with a nuinber ot 
his pacemakers, . appeared upon the track 
for a warm-up, followed shortly’ after 
by Castleman. Both appeared in the 
pink of condition, and were accorded a 
hearty ovation as they made the circle. 
The track was in fine condition, having 
been rolled and sprinkled and rerolled 
until it was as smooth as a billiard table. 

PRELIMINARY EVENTS. 

About 2:45 the course was cleared. for 
the preliminarie’, which, though well 
cofitested, did not prove of much inter- 
est to the spectators, everybody’s mind 
being centered on the event of the day.

On coming around into the back 
stretch, Castleman’s pacemakers picked 
him up, and for about three miles he held 
his lead. 

Kitchin, Jenkins and Burke, with Mc- 
Aleer on his new mount, were soon hot 
on his trail, but for the first two or three 
miles made no perceptible gain; soon, 
however, he began to regain his lost.ground, 
and as each time he passed the now thor- 
oughly-excited throng ii the grandstand, 
he received an encouraging cheer that was 
as loud as 500 throats could make it, and 
when, after a remarkable ride of five

Referee Allen was in no hurry to give 
u decision, and not until he had heard 
Hoth sides of the story and examined the 
umpirés, principals and pacemakers, did 
he decide that Thomas McAleer had fairly 
won the race, and was justly entitled to 
the twenty-five mile championship of the 
Pacific Coast. 

By reason of McAleer’ x accident, Castle- 
man gets the Coast record for the eleven, 
twelve, thirteen, fourteen and fifteen-mitre 
distances, while McAleer, having led 
from the sixteenth mile to the finish, 
takes the Coast record for. sixteen to 
twenty-five miles inclusive. 

McAleer also broke the Coast record for 
one hour, making a little over twenty- 
— and three-fourths miles in that

McAleer finished strong, and when seen 
in his dressing-room, fifteen minutes later, 
expressed himself as being able to 80 
another.“ From the fact that the Los An- 
geles boy lost abovt twenty-five seconds 
through ‘his mishap, which necessitated a 
pace to make up the lost time that would 
kill an ordinary man, his ride may be 
«.nsidered a remarkable one, and he may 
be justly proud of his victory. Regret was 
manifested on all sides for Castleman's 
accident, which many claim was all that 
prevented him from winning. 

Castleman will appeal the decision to 
the racing board of the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen, and ‘he is undoubtedly 
sincere in his belief that he was given the 
worst of the decision, but that Billy“ 
Allen was unprejudiced and honest in 
his opinion, is acknowledged by all who 
know him. 

Castleman won many admirers through 
his quiet, gentlemanly bearing, and is 
an opponent to be respected by any wheel- 
man. Should McAleer and Castleman 
ever come together again for a twenty- 
five-mile race, it would .equal though 
‘not surpass in’ interest that of yesterday's 
meet.

BUDD SPEARS. 


The Stockton is. 
in Town. | 


He Rides in a Pullman Palace Car 
and Not on a Buck- 


The Reception Committee is Enter: 
tained by R. F. Del Valle at 
‘Camulos—Budd, Jeter and 

: Phillips Talk. 


Jim Budd of Stockton may have used 
a buckboard as a means of transportation 
while on his stumping tour in the north- 
ern part of the State, but nevertheless 
he rode into town yesterday in a Pull- 
man palace car and did not demean him- 
self in such a manner as to indicate that 
he was less likely to wear a railroad col- 
lar than Mr. Estee. The statesman from 
the city of flour mills, whom the Demo- 
rats have selected to head their ticket as 
nominee for Governor, while he may rail 
at corporations and declaim against the 
high hand of capital when standing upon 
the framework of the Democratic plat- 
form, is in reality much the same as other 
men, and it is quite plain that he is work- 
ing especially and particularly for Jimmie 
Budd first and the dear beloved people 
afterward. At first sight, even, the radical 
difference in the make-up of the oppos-. 
ing candidates is strongly apparent, and 
the thought that would strike the ordin- 
ary observer who might see Estee and 
Budd standing side by side would find 
expression in the proverb, ‘‘Old men for 
counsel and young men for war.““ The 
solid, firm and deliberate look upon the 
countenance of the Republican nominee 
impresses one as that which might be. ex- 
pected to be found upon the face of a 
man in the chair of the Chief Executive 
of the State. But with Budd it is er- 
ent and the comparison is strikingly di- 
vergent. The man from Stockton is es-. 
sentially one of the boys.“ Young in 
years, of a happy sort of temperament, 
Budd cannot be thought of as a person 
upon whom the full weight and im- 
portance of the office of Governor would 
fall with any considerable force. As a 
speaker he is full of boyish enthusiasm,’ 
and what he says commends itself 
to the listeners more because of the way 
in which it is delivered rather than from 
any depth of thought or soundness of 
logic displayeu 

The party of Democrats who arrived 
here yesterday consisted of James H. 

Budd, nominee for Governor; W. T. Jeter, 
nominee for Lieutenant-Governor; W. W. 
Phillips, nominee for Railroad Commis- 
sioner; H. F. Emerick and others. They 
reached the city at 1:48 o’clock and were 
tendered a public reception at the Nadeau 
Hotel later in the afternoon. 
THE TRIP TO CAMULOS. — 
According to previous announcement, 
the Committee of Reception appointed to go 
to Saugus and escoft the visitors to the city 
left town in the morning at 7:30 o’clock 
on the Santa Barbara local. Hon. R. F. 
del Valle was the chairman of the com- 
ittee, and in order to avoid the tedious 
mit at Saugus he took the members of 
the little party out to his ranch-house at 
Camulos. As the home of Helen Hunt 
Jackson’s ‘‘Ramona’”’ the quaint build- 
ings and picturesque surroundings of the 
Del Valle place have become familiar, as 
a mind picture at least, to the many who 


have delighted in the romantic tale of 


early life among the sleepy hills and by 
the lazy streams of the Southern Cali- 
fornia. The scenes were new to those who 
were fortunate enough to be Mr. del 
_WValle’s guests yesterday, and from the 
latticed gateway to the abrupt river bank 
at the extreme rear of the grounds, every 
nook and corner was explored with eager 
interest. The broad verandas and trailing 
grapevines are still to be seen. as on the 
day when the author of Ramona“ first 
looked upon them, and the old hills and 
e chapel near by remain in a remark- 
ably good state of preservation, consider- 
ing the many years whith have come and 
gone since the first tree was planted on 
Riv brink - the dreamy Santa Clara 
er.

JETER TALKS. 

Mr. Jeter started in by saying “The 
hour is late and as the distinguished 
leader of the State ticket naturally re- 
quires considerable time, I will not at- 
tempt to speak at length or touch upon 
the principal issues of the day.“ He then 
went on in a somewhat disconnected man- 
ner with the remainder of his short ad- 
dress. He was in favor of reduction of ex- 
penses and nearly all other reforms, in- 
cluding that of purity of election laws. 
Having made his little talk he took his 
seat and W. W. Phillips, nominee for 
Railroad Commissioner came forward. 

PHILLIPS HAD A RECORD. 

Mr. Phillips devoted his attention to 
furnishing a history of his own life. He 
thought that the people had a right to 
know who asked their suffrages and for 
that reason he was desirous of expressing 
himself in a personal manner. He had 
been a clerk, a merchant and later a 
banker’ and horticulturist. 


BUDD WAS CONFIDENT. 


In introducing J. H. Budd Senator 
White said: Ladies and gentlemen: Al- 
low me to introduce to you not only the 
next Governor of California, but a man 
who has never been defeated and does 
not propose to be.“ 

The fish horns were blown loudly and 
the audience cheered when Mr. Budd ad- 
vanced to the front of the platform. ‘ 

He said, in prefacing his address, that 
he had never of his own: will sought pub- 
lic office. He had taken up the fight in 
several instances where the chances for 
success seemed but slight. Referring to 
the circumstances attending his recent 
nomination he said: After I was in the 
fight I wanted to win and I won. Now 
that I am in the fight for Governor I 
want to win, and I hope to win. I am a 
product of the public schools of this 
State, and when Mr. Estee rises up here 
in Southern California and tells what he 
will do for the schools I can point to my 
own life and ask you what you would 
expect of me who have been raised in the 
public schools. While Estee was a grown 


man I marched under the Greeley banner | 


with him. It grieves me now to find 
that in his old age he has strayed from 
the path pf rectitude and forsaken the 
way which he sought in his earlier days. 
I have never been able to get either the 
Republican politicians or Republican 
newspapers to meet me upon State issues. 
When we say, ‘How about the railroad 
they say, Let's talk of the 

When we speak of other State is- 
sués. they say, ‘Let’s talk about the 
Chinese question.’ 

“IT am willing to talk on the Chinese 
question, but if anyone can tell me how 
I can pass an exclusion bill in the Legis- 
lature I will take lessons in law from that 
person. 

The speaker then referred (with pride) 
to his own record in Congress to prove 
that he had talked tariff and Chinese ex- 
clusion at the proper time and place. It 
was folly for the Republicans to cry that 
Democrats were responsible for the de- 
pression in business affairs. The recent 
failures of banks on this Coast was due. 
to a higher cause than the tariff laws. If 
any bill had caused depression it was 
the McKinley and not the Wison bill. 

He further said: When we get down 
to State taxation they are as mum as 
oysters. California today is the most out- 
rageously taxed State in the Union. I 
have shown by the figures of school, 
township and other taxation that the 
State is so taxed. And yet they say, Oh, 
these are local issues. 

Reading from a report of Mr. Estee's 
speech, delivered at San Bernardino, Mr. 
Budd claimed that the amount of State 
expenses had been misquoted by the Re- 
publican candidate. He presented what 
he said were official figures in the at- 
tempt to prove the point made. He said 
that the State expenses of che year 1893 
had been about double those of the year 
1883. Will any man tell me why the ex- 
penses should have been doubled between 
he asked. 
any man tell me why Stoneman should 
have been able to run the government for 
so much less? Is it any wonder that they 
don’t want to talk about the matter? They 
dare not. I say we want an economical 
government. I say that all the candidates 
on the ticket are pledged to reduce taxa- 
tion. Is not the railroad question an issue 
of the day? It is with us in the San 
Jcaquin Valley. We believe that this 
great corporation, the railroad, should be 
held under control. The other day my 
old leader and present opponent: arose 
and said at Bakersfield that what the 
people wanted was a competing road. 
In that statement was contained the ad- 
mission that the Republican party, or 
Mr. Burns, offered no remedy for ‘the ex- 
isting evil. If I have the good fortune to 
be elected Governor, if the Railroad Com- 
missioners do not assist the people in 
securing the desired results, and. attempt 
to remedy the wrongs, I shall try “to pro- 
cure the removal of those Commissioners.”’ 

Appealing to any Populists who might 
be present, Budd said, egdtistically: If 
you believe in the railroad question as 
we do, Why don't you get in and support 
us? 

Mr. Budd often reverted to what ne 
termed the disinclination of the Repub- 
licans to discuss State issues, and he 
seemed to be in ignorance of the fact that 
Mr. Estee explained very saltisfactorily to 
an enthusiastic audience, in the same hall, 
his attitude on the question, but a short 
while since. 

He created a laugh, when he said that 
as he was stanting in on the campaign 
frienfls came to him and said that he 
should be very 4.gnified. That he should 
wear a Prince Albert coat, a plug hat and 
read long extracts from type-written manu- 
script. This he had refused to do for 
he said that was just plain Jim Budd and 
always would be, whether elected or not. 

He was given three cheers as he con- 
cluded his speech and the crowd filed out 
of the Pavilion.* 

At only rare intervals during the speak- 
ing was there anything like pronounced 
applause, for the spirit of enthusiasm was 
lacking and the people preferred to make 
but little demonstration. 

If Jim Budd was to speak again tomor- 
row night in this city it is doubtful 
whether he would find 100 people who 
would come to listen to him. * 

Curiosity and a regard for party prin- 
ciples only seemed to be the one motive 
that impelled the greater part of last 
at veh audience to assemble at the Pa- 
vilion.

Perhaps you 
will ask, as you d viewing the ruins 
of some great grocery or dry. goods house, 
“To whom does this ill wind blow good?“ 
and may be disposed to doubt when I 
reply. to you and me.” Perhaps you 
have imagined, as you stood comtemplat- 
ing the flames ‘mounting higher and 
higher, devouring strong walls, gnawing 
at timbers and flooring, sending down 
With a crash tons of valuable merchandise 
covered with debris, that the gallant fire- 


not spoil with water what would otherwise 
be spoiled by fire. Tons upon tons of 
water are poured upon the hissing mass 
by the engines before the fire is finally 
brought under control, and should you be

Blackened bales of 
cloth, when unfastened, showed that the 
outer bolts were useless: from fire, while 
the edges alone of the inner, bolts were 
gnawed by the ' Bverything was 
dripping with black, smoky water, and I 
was glad enough ‘to follow the fortunes 
of an elevator load of soaked muslins to 


the top floor of the building. Here I found 
a huge drying-room, the whole len and 
width of the building, at the sides of 


which were alozen or so of portable rooms 
moving on tracks. These were wheeled to 
the center of the space, and their proper 
recoptacies shut while they were being 
laden with goods for drying, for so hot 
was the air over the drying coils that it 
was not possible to endure it long. Two 
or three of these rooms had sloping floors, 
with gutters. all around, and, when in 
place, the gutters connected with pipes, 
which led off the drip from wet bales and 
roils placed there to dry, without: being 
unwound. In some of these rooms festdons 
of silk, cotton, woolan goods, laces, linens, 
ribbons and every conceivable variety of 
dry goods, were hanging to dry, and the 
attendant gave, the information that there 
were stocks from eighteen’ States, mostly 
dry goods and groceries, in the establish- 
ment at the time, being reclaimed. Trays

bags of coffee, thousands of Cigars, cases 
‘of tea, barrels of flour, boxes of crackers, 
wall paper by the hundred of rolls, every- 
thing in ‘ordinary daily use, was to be 
found in those wonderfu) drying-rooms, 
and yet the air in each was pure and 
fresh, for huge fans, moving at great 
speed, were in the apertures of airshafts, 
set horizontally, to admit the outer air, 
led off the impure vapor-laden atmos- 
. phere. 

The drying room had stimulated my 
‘Gurlesity still further, and I went down 
one floor to the work room. It was an 
astonishing vision of swift-moving bands, 
‘flashing wheels, whirring machines of va- 
‘rious sorts and descriptions, and intent 
busy men, women and girls that met my 
view. A huge affair with monstrous steam- 
heated rollers first attracted my. particu- 
lar notice.

perfect: parts. It seems that men’s cloth- 
ing in stock is so piled that the front of 
one garment is to the back of another; 
thus a fire that eats the edges of a case 
of clothing damages the back of one gar- 


thus injured and of the Same sizes, the 
tailors were making one. 

On a steamer about the size of a square 
grand’ piano, and held over it by auto- 
mattic supports moving constantly backward 
and forward plush goods saturated by 
water were being steamed and brushed by 
mechanical revolving brushes, emerging 
from the process wtih ‘pile’ raised, 
„back“ stretched, and bearing no evidence 
of disaster. Some rich plush carpets that 
had been just subjected to the process 
were being wound on a self-registering 
roller near the steamer, while several 
large machines Were clipping, at a single 
stroke, the burned edges from whole bolts, 
and even whole bales of goods. The 
burned edges of cotton and linen are dis-

posed of to hospitals for lint, while the 
clipped bolts are sold to tailors’ supply 
houses for the inside linings of coats, and 
the leg linings of trousers. These houses, 
too, buy the thousands of spools of water 
and smoke soiled thread for bastings. 
Fine woolen goods suffer shrinkage by 
water, but they are dried pressed, and if 
scorched, clipped at the edges, and though 
no longer available for general public sale, 
are disposed of by thousands of bolts to 
the houses who supply the materials for 
cheap suits for men or women. So the 
cambrics, ginghams and other goods of 
the sort are sold to ladies’ furnishing 
supply houses, and in the work rooms all 
these are prepared for their final destina- 
tion. Not only are dry goods here reno- 
‘vated, but crackers are dried in the drying 
rooms and repacked and boxed. Cigars 
that have been dried are rewrapped, 
counted and boxed, the government fur- 
nishing free revenue stamps both for them 
and for the packages of reclaimed tobacco. 
Nuts blackened wth smoke and water are 
polished with brushes. and are none the 
-worse for fire and water. Canned goods 
receive new wrappings, barrels of flour are 
repacked, for the fire and water form a 
sort of pagte on the outer portion of the 
material and the inner is dry and clean. 
Wall paper dried, stretched and pressed 
is rolled up, coffee is placed in clean bag- 
ging, and laces, silks and ribons are bolted 
by machinery. 2

They buy at a reduction from the 
factory price, and are enabled to sell 
cheaply, and thus thousands of luxuries | 
become available to persons of limited 
incomes, and no food product offered, for 
sale is unfit for use. a 
The salvage house receives a certain 
percentage of the proceeds of the sale, 
and the remainder goes to the insurance 
company, or to the policyholder in whose 
interest the sale is held, thus the public 
is not the only beneficiary. Hundreds of 
skilled workmen are employed in the re- 
clamation of salvage, and it is to an 
Americanized Holland Jew that this novel 
industry is due.

Making a Drawing—Arrest of 
Those Who Were the 
Principals. 

May 7, 1894, an ordinance was adopted 
by the City. Council, making it unlawful 
for any person to have in his or her 
possession any lottery ticket or certifi 
of chance, purporting to represent aot 
tery drawing, etc. | 
Sec. 2 of the ordinance provides that 
any person violating the ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $500, or by imprison- 


ceeding. six months, or by both such fine 
or imprisonment. 

~The passage of this ordinance for a 
time broke up the Chinése lottery games, 
which were running openly in Chinatown. 
Ag the. profits of Chinese lottery are enor- 
mous; paying dividends computed to be 
200 per cent. of the amount invested, the 
Mongolian gamblers were loth to give up 
the drawings, and have been evading the 
law, and selling tickets to a limited extent. 
For some time past the police department 
has been keeping a close watch on the 
gamblers, but without. getting any direct 


| evidence, until last night, when Detective 


Goodman and Officer Robbins made a cap- 
ture, which will, in all probability, go 
a long way toward breaking up a loitery 
ring, which, since the passage of the 
antl-gambling ordinance, has had a monop- 
oly of the Chinese lottery business in this 
city. At 8:30 pum. they raided the back 
room of the Chong Wo headquarters at No. 
424% North Los Angeles street, and ar- 
rested three Chinamen in the act of mak- 
ing a draiwin;. The officers secured ‘the 
whole paraphernalia of the lottery game, 
and secured an admission from ‘‘Si Hill,“ 
whose true name is Chong Wo, that ‘he 
was the proprietor of the game, and owner 
of the books and papers of the establish- 
ment. With Chong Wo, and participating 
in the actual working of the drawing, were 
Ah Yut and Chung Luck, whe, with the 
proprietor, were lodged in the City Jail 
and booked for vioiation of the gambling 
ordinance. 

The arrests caused — excitement. 
in Chinatown as the gamblers thought 
that they had a cinch, having changed 
the whole method of their business, and 
were unaware that the police department 
had gained full knowledge of the ilicit 
business. Chong Wo, the proprietor of 
the games has been in trouble with the 
police department and Federal authorities

She holds 
this close to her face, leaving a crack out 
of which one eye peeps, and if she meets 
a man on a country road she runs.

The ‘daily life of one at the Korean 
ladies is interesting. She rises with the 
sun, and spends an hour at her toilet. 
She is waited upon by her own slaves, 
and her rooms in the winter time have 
“fires built under them, so that her bare 
feet fall upon a warm floor, In nine 
cases out of ten she sleeps on this floor, 
and -while she is making ner tollet she 
squats upon it before a little looking 
glass. Her breakfast is brought into the 
room to her. It is served on a Korean 
table, about as big. around and ag high 
as a half-bushel measure. She sits. on 
her heels while she éats it, and her table 
furritire consists of a spoon and a pair 
of chopstickc, The food is served in 
brass bowls. She has no tablécloth, and 
she uses no napkins. She is very particu- 
lar to wash after her meals, and, contrary 
to the general belief, the better class of 
the Koreans are cleanly. In washing 
the teeth a great deal of salt is used. 
The mouth is filled with salt, and with the 
finger or brush the téeth are rubbed un- 
til the? are perfectly pure and clean. 
She washes her neck and face every morn- 
ing, and in summer she täkes a bath 
every afternoon or evening. 
tub is a big jar, made of burnt clay, and 
in tho summer her bath is cold.

If she 
is blue-blooded, poor and proud, she may 
do some ironing behind the doors of her 
apartments, but she cannot be a lady 
and go out to wash. The business of a 
Korean woman of high rank is to. keep 
the accounts, to boss the servants and to 
now and then pay a social call upon her 
friends.

That is, they are taught to read and write

There is a great difference in conditicns 


as regards the classes of women. A. mid- 


dle-class woman when she meets the wife 
of a noble has to address her in reveren- 
tial tones, and the lower classes bow down 
to the middle classes. 
women never go out of their houses ex- 


preters and those of doctors and the trad- 
ers which go to Peking. It is the lower 
classes that you see upon the street with 
these green shawls upon their heads. 
They do all kinds of work in the house, 
and, if they are rich, they live perhaps as 
well as the wives of the nobles. The 
nobles seldom marry them, ‘though they 
sometimes take them as concubines. Must 
of the rich men have concubines, and some 
sport harems which might be compared 
with those of Turkey. These extra wives 
are not kept in the women’s quarters, but 
they have an establishment of their own 


In another part of the grounds. The only 
_duty of the concubine is to keep clean and 


good looking and to please her master. 
Her daughters usually marry the sons of 
concubines, and her sons get get a por- 
tion of the father’s property, though they 
have not as many rights as his legitimate 
children. The women in Korea are not 
much respected in the laws ot the country 
as regards inheritance. The son gets all 
the property, and the daughters inherit 
nothing. Daughters are by no meaas 80 
welcome as sons, and a woman who bears 
many girls is considered a disgrace to the 
clan. 


Korean girls get most of their tun in 
their childhood. They trot around-with the 
boys and play as they will until they are 
7 years old. They wear clothes like their 
mothers, or, if they are poor, practically 
no clothes at ajl, and they do about as 
they please. After the age of 7 they are 
not allowed to ‘play outside of the walls 
whici. surround the house, They are 
neverseen on the streets, and as they grow 
older their lite becomes more and more a 
secluded one. At 8 or 9 they are taught the 
Korean characters; and how to sew, to 
embroider. and to’ keep house. They

The 
slavery of Korea is by means as bad 
as certain kinds of ‘slavery in other parts 
of the globe, and the sons of slaves are 
free. The daughters of slaves are still 
the property of their master, but the law 
provides that they can pay the amount 
which was paid for them, and thus secure 
their freedom. Slaves here bring different 
prices, according to ale, muscle and 
beauty. Young girls of from 14 to 18 are 
worth, according to their looks, from $30 
to $60 apiece, and you can get ‘a good, 
‘hardy woman of 30 or 40 for one-third 
this sum. The number of slaves dimin- 
ishes from .year to year, but fathers can 
sell their children, and persons can sell 
themselves. The slavery which exists is

ladies, I saw a lady go forth to make a 
call ons afternoon during my stay in 
Seoul; at least, I suppose sie was going 
to make a call.

When it is added that 
they are also, as a rule, both corrupt and 
cowardly; that they stint the men’s rations 
and pilfer their pay; and that when an en- 
gagement takes place they commonly mis- 
direct it from a sedan chair in the rear, 
Wwe have the best reasons for expecting 
uniform and systematic disaster. The gen- 
eral officer is seldom (there have, of course, 
been remarkable exceptions) any better 
than his subordinate; in warfare there is 
no single moving spirit nor plan of cam- 
paign, and on the field of battle each com- 
mander acts with irresponsible light-heart- 
edness for himself, and yearns for the 
Inglorious security of the rear.“

Studio of Gerome—The Faithful 
Work of Forty Years—Rosa | 
Bonheur’s Home—Rivi- 
ere’s Methods. 


— 


PARIS, Sept. 10, 1894.—(Speclal Corre- 
Spondence.) Behind a correct and ex- 
pressioniess house front in that noisy 
and ordinary part of Paris called Clirchy, 
lives the painter Gerome. If the exterior 
of the famous artist’s home is non-com- 
mittal, no sooner over the doorsill than 
a decided and varied character is evi- 

ent. In front of the entrance in the 
ourt a couple of sculptors in blue blouses 
carry out ‘the master’s orders, though 
through the glass doors leading {nto the 
ground-floor rooms -tantalizing glances of 
White statues, carved woods, heavy ar- 
mor are to be caught. All the way up the 
three flights of stairs which lead to the 
Btiidio at the top of the house, are hung 
en walls or fitted into corners strange 
and beautiful art objects, plaques of iri- 
descent Hispano-Moorish ware, Indian mo- 
sales, hideous but living Chinese masques, 
great bronze urns, with dragons for orna- 
ments, Rhodian fayence, a pair of heavy 
boots; looking as if they had been pulled, 
from the legs of a military mandarin. 
Almost without exception the articles are 
from the Orient. 

THE STUDY .OF GBROME. 

On the upper landing double doors lead 
into the atelier. The first glance at this 
studio of Gerome’s, for one who has seen 
much of his work, is bewildering because 
of its points of familiarity. On every side 
are objects Which have figured as accesso- 
Nes in his pictures; here it is a rug, 
nere a swaying incense burner among the 
core or more in every style and size 
fhich hang from the ceiling, here it is 
a corner of the room itself familiar as 
a background, On every hand are sketches 
and half-finished studies of ‘well-known 
pieces. At one side is a reduction in mar- 
bie of that exquisite Tanagra of the Lux- 
embourg,, and, graceful Idea, beside it a 
statue of the little dafeing girl, which 
Tanagra holds in her hand. Both, pieces 
are colored in dull shades of silver, blue 

From behind an easel at one side rises 
a curl of blue smoke. Before the visitor 
reaches the spot the head of the maitre 
looks out to see who is troubling his 
work. Slight, wiry, medium height, a 
thin, grave, regular face, white, its pallor 
intensified by gray hair and a. black 
mustache, somber eyes, which regard one 
directly and reflectively—euch is Gerome. 
In manner, he is perfectly natural and 
kindly. | 

The pallet and pipe are laid aside, the 
model sent off, and he plinges at once 
into the subject, which he knows interests 
me—his animal models. .

A GLIMPSE OF GEROME’S STUDIBs. 

We leave the big studio and go into a 
smaller one at the side, devoted to model- 
ing. It is filled with casts, rows of masks 
grin from the walls, busts and modeled 
UMmbs decorate the shelves. Everywhere 
is the fascinating confusion of the artist. 
In a corner is a big cabinet. Gerome 
opens the doors, and there are rows of 
drawers, each marked. Cheval, Chien, 
Lion, Chats, Chameaux, Architecture are 
a few of the labels. He opens the draw 
marked Chameaux, takes out a portfolio, 
and there in order is arranged leaf after 
leaf of studies made in the East; camels 
kneeling, standing, walking, sleeping, har- 
eased, tied, free; every joint, muscle, 
pone from the nostril to the tail. All of 
them are full of life and truth, and many 
of them as finished as are his-pic- 
He opens another drawer and takes out 
the lions, studies of the same care. On 
many of them notes have been made. Here 
® paw in an equivocal position is marked 
droite, here gauche; here the measures 
have been attached, so many centimetres 
from eye to eye, so many from nostril 
to nostril, so many for a claw. We pass 
from lions to horses, from horses to dogs. 
Everything there, is the same quantity 
the same duality,“ the same care in detail.

“Oh, that.“ the artist's grave face be- 
gan to break. The memory was evidently 
gay, for the smile turned into a auch. 
“Oh, that I got at the Jardin des Plantes. 
I turned a golden pheasant cock of the 
-@amiest sort into a flock of commoner 
breed, and in an instant he had them all 
fighting: I could have the most exciting 
positions conceivablé at a moment’s no- 
tice, whenever I wanted to work on my pic- 
ture.“ And one who has ever seen the 
picture, the maddened’ black cock spring- 
ing high into the air over its opponent, 
and who at the same time has ever inter- 
ested himself ‘in the interior history of a 
chicken yard where there were rival 1ul- 
ers, one of them game, will know that 
nothing, but study from nature could have 
produced the result in this interesting pic- 
ture.

And all of this work, this conscientious 

search for truth, is put on an accessory. 
And no matter what the detail, swinging 
incense-burner, Turkish rug, a Louis Qua- 
torze interior, a detail of architecture, the 
same study is given to it by Gerome as 
he gives to his animals. 
ROSA BONHEUR’S USE OF ANIMALS. 
But if the animal is for him only an ac- 
cessory, not so for the greatest of his con- 
temporaries. Rosa Bonheur. For her the 
animal is the raisan d’etre of the picture. 
She does not paint to tell a story.“ 
There is nothing ‘‘literary’’ in her pic- 
tures. It is a simple effort to reproduce 
what she sees. She revels in the beauty, 
the strength, the spirit of her subjects. 
In short, Rosa Bonheur is simply and 
purely an artist, without other end in view 
than the aesthetic. It is one of the great- 
est elements of her success. 5 

Unquestionably, her love of animals has 
decided the turn her work ‘has taken, 
and made her exclusively an animal 
painter. The stories of her models are 
endless. When she first began work, it was 
to a farm near Paris that she went to 
study, and the good people of the place, 
flattered that any one should care to re- 
gard their sheep and cuws and horses so 
closely, gave her carte blanche on the 
premises. 

When her first successes had encourag 
her to continue her work on animals, she 
began to surround herself with ‘them. The 
Bonheur’ family lived ‘at that time in a 
little apartment on the sixth floor in the 
rue Rumfor't. Her brother-in-law, M. 
Réhe Peyrol, who ‘ives in Paris, says of 


dow were birds, whilst the corners of the 
atelier were tenanted by hens, ducks and 
pigeons, who enlivened the scene ‘with 
their chucking, quacking and cooing. In a 
neighboring apartment ‘were two sheep and 
a goat, doubtless. surprised at having 
left sweet pastures to find themselves 
on a sixth-floor flat. Every day ber broth- 
ers took the sheep and goat out upon the 
Monceau plain, whose solitude had not 
at that time been disturbed by ‘the enter- 
prising builder.“

sufficient for her studies, and Rosa Bon- 
heur courageously went to the abattoirs 
and horse market of Paria to make her

; ROSA BONHEUR’S HOME. 

‘The home to ‘which Rosa Bonheur re- 
tired is a small, rambling chateau in 
the village of By, on a bill overlooking 
the Seine. One climbs up to By through 
a multitude of vineyards, for the entire 
hillside is laid out in terraces covered 
with grapes and protected by high walls. 
The view is extensive and beautiful from 
the chateau, but, perhaps, the chief charm 
of the place is its proximity to the forest 
of Fontainebleau, to which the park ex- 
tends. 

The high w which surround the 
house and garden forbid curious. spying, 
but, nevertheless, the villagers of By 
tell most curious stories about) the in- 
mates of the chateau. And it is not to be 
wondered at. Every time the gates open 
to let in or out a person, a new animal is 
seen, or 8 to be seen. When Rosa 
Bonheur goes ‘walking, followed by a 
troop of dogs of all breeds,.and attended 
by a pet monkey, usually seated on her 
shoulder, some curious report is started. 
Her long drives in the forest, the animals 
which escape now and then, the arrivals 
of mustangs from America—Buffalo Bill 
sent Rosa Bonheur two some yéars 
of boars, elks, gazelles, even of lions, ex- 
cite the imagination and loosen the tongues 
of peasants and villagers, and one to be- 
lieve their tales would suppose that the 
Zoos of the earth were mere barnyards 
beside ‘the park of the Bonheur Chateau. 


HOW ROSA BONHEUR PAINTS AN AN- 
IMAL. 


It is on animals thus obtained that Rosa 
Bonheur has worked. For every animal 
that she has painted, scores of sketches 
have been made; and the voluminous port- 
folios at By are crammed with pencil, 
crayon and oll studies in all stages of de- 
‘velopment. One traces here admirably 
the preparation work for such a picture 
as the Horge Fair,“ for instance. Horses 
rearing, plunging, running, walking were 
studies for months for this picture. Here 
a pose, there a muscle, now a group, 
now a single animal. 

Persons who have sketched or handled 
a brush are apt to suppose that an ar- 
tist paints an animal as he does a man, 
that is, that he poses it and copies it, but 
the first reflection will ‘show the impossi- 
bility of such a proceeding. The artist 
cannot pose an animal. He must know’. 
him thoroughly; under all conditions, be- 
fore he can paint him, and this study can 
only be carried on by remaining near the 
animal and catching him bit by bit. 
This is what Rosa Boheur has spent her 
life in doing. 

SHE LOVES HER SUBJECTS. 
It is unquestionable, however, that in 
working on animals she has had a de- 
cided advantage because of her genuine 
love for them. Her robust, fearless na- 
ture sympathizes with the strength, the 


calm, the flerceness of her models. She 
dominates them, or better, perhaps, be- 
comes bon comrade with them. This 


power extends even to wild. beasts. The 
‘story of her lion “Nero”? has been often 
repeated. This beast, a flerce and un- 
conquerable animal, was taken to By 
some years ago. Almost immediately 
Nero recognized his owner as a friend, 


reaching his great paws tarough the bars 
of the cage to he petted, Sold, after a 
time, and taken to the Pain Zoo, the poor 
fellow lost his vision. Rosa Bonheur went 
to see him at the Jardin des Plantes, and 
called to him suddenly from the crowd in 
front of the cage, Nero.“ The animal 
sprang up instantly at the sound of her 
voice, and sought to find the voice of his 
mistress. This power over wild animals 
has been constantly exercised by Rosa 
Bonheur. The explanation of it that 
the great artist gives is simply that she 


loves them. 
HOW BRITON RIVIPRE USES THE 


ANIMAL. 

Gerome uses the animal as an accessory, 
Rosa Bonheur a’ the end and aim of her 
picture. Different from both in the use 
he makes of the animal is the English ar- 
tist Briton Rlvlere. 

The pictures of Mr. Riviere are well 
known in America, from the fact that he 
has been so extensively and admirably 
engraved. “Persepolis,” the “Double 
Dntendre,“ The Last Sleep,” Daniel's 
Answer to the King,” An Anxious Mo- 
ment” are perfectly familiar to every 
lover of ‘engravings. In all of them Mr, 
Riviere aims to do something more than 
to paint an animahk He has a story to 
tell, and uses the animal as the chief 
Means of expressing ‘his ideas.

Finchley Road, London. The animals, 
which he prefers and with which he is 
most at home are the dog, the lion, and 
the pig. He has also painted many birds, 
especially eagles and geese. 

DOGS ARE THE EASIEST MODELS. 
Dogs, of which I have painted perhaps 
more than anything else,“ says Mr. Riviere, 
“ate the least difficult of my models. I 
get the animals usually from dog dealers, 
but I. rarely work from ‘them unaided, 
A man holds them. I find it almost as 
difficult to fipd a proper person to hold 
my dog as I do to get him to pose, for it 
must be a person who loves and under- 
Stands animals if he is to do anything 
‘with them for my purpose. To whip them, 
to try to cow them, is quite useless. It. 
must be by a rare influence over the ani- 
mal that he ‘will do what you wish. All 
animals are difficult models, but dogs, 
owing to their intelligence and obedience, 
sit better than any other antmals, espe- 
cially if accompanied by one who knows 
how to manage them. 

In painting animals my practice is not, 
however, to copy the model. I have my 
idea of a dog, and I use perhaps half a 
dozen different models in working out what 
I want. The dogs of my pictures have all 
come from here ‘first,’ laughed Mr. Riviere, 
tapping his forehead, not by copying an 
one specimen. Nor cam they be said to 
come simply from the model used for a 
single picture. Dach animal is an accu- 
mulated experience, the result of past 
sketches, past studies, past notes and past 
observations. I am always taking notes, 
mentally or on paper, not on random 
subjects, but which bear upon the ideas 
Which I have in mind, and these notes 
Fre- 
quently in painting, something I ‘have 
noted long ago comes back to me and 
furnishes the means of doing exactly what 
I meed to do at a certain point.” 

But do you mean to say that you have 
no pose for a picture like the ‘Double En- 
tendre,’ for instance?” . 

No,“ said Mr. Riviere, there's a sub- 
ject ‘where the impressions of my boyhcod 


am able to reproduce my impressions by 
the help cf models in quiescence, though I 
could mot do it were it hot for my ‘ac- 
cumulated experience’ in studying pigs. 
Pigs are not troubiesome models; in Fact, 
they sit very well. I have kept them, 
though I do not often keep animals for 
my work. I had one once for tome time, 
which become very tame and quite ac- 
customed to the studio, and which would 
sit to me almost without difficulty.” 


LIONS. 

As kor lions, of ‘which I have done 
many, they are most trying. Nothing can 
be done with them, and one must take 
them as he can get them. I do my sbudies 
of living lions at the Zoological Gardens. 
Whenever I have any serious work ‘to do, 
I go there early in the morning and leave 


what I do is not to copy the lion, it is to 
make stud es of parts, catch movements 
and make notes. 

“And your study of the anatomy of 

“That,” said Mr. Riviere, I have done 

chiefly in the dissecting-room of the ‘Zoo.’ 

When there has been a death among the 
lions; the curator has been kind enough to 
inform me, and has allowed me to make 
studies when the animal has been skinned 
and dissected, and I have frequently had 
casts made of different points. But a dead 
lion will not do as a subject to paint. It 
cannot be put into’ lifelike ‘positions; its 
muscles have sunk and stiffened. 
dead, and what I want fs life. I never but 
once painted a dead lion. The animal was 
sent me from the ‘Zoo’ immediately after 
its death, and I put it on a throne and 
painted it as ‘The Genius Loci.“ In that 
case it was possible to follow the model. 
Dead subjects are useful for the skin, 
which, of course, is not changed.“ : 

In Mr. Riviere’s beautiful studio, where 
the fine array of pictures for the forth- 
coming Academy was expdsed, is shown 
more clearly than ever the way in which 
the lion serves as his model. Here is an 
anatomical lion on which he has been 
working for years, getting now a muscle 
here, now one there, correcting this point 
by a fresh visit to the dissecting-room, 
that by notes takes in the ‘‘Zoo.”’ It is 
‘‘accumulated experience.“ 

RIVIERE' S PATIENCE IN LABOR. 

The difficulty of the work is enormous. 
It is a simple matter comparatively to take 
the dead animal and reproduce his muscles 
and sinews, but to make a living body 
stripped of its skin and showing just how 
every line pulls or relaxes in a given 
movement is another matter. 
ficulty is well shown in the studio,’ where 
there are numerous casts of limbs of dead 
wolves and lions, made at the Zoo“ for 
the artist. They show how, when. dead, 
the muscles fall away, and a limpness and 
inertness succeeds, which is far different 
from the vitality in a limb of the: mode 
of his anatomical lion. ie 

“I have been several years at it.“ says 
Mr. Rivjere, speaking of this model, and 
it is not done yet, but when it is done I 
-hope it will be useful to painters.” 

And there are people who talk about 
“dashing off’’ work. 

A bronze which Mr. Riviere sent to the 
Academy this year is a capital example of 
his method of lion’ studying. The beast 
has thrown its frone paws high agairst a 
rock, its claws are thrust out in a spism 
of pain, and its head is thrown back in 
agony. The back limbs drag heavily, halt 
paralyzed by an arrow which 4 hunter on 
the top of the rock, at which the wounded 
beast is tearing, has shot into its flanks‘ 
om such a way as to pierce the nerve cen- 
er. 


DIFFICULTY OF GETTING ANIMALS 
TO POSE. 

Naturally,“ says Mr. Riviere, it - would 
be impossible to get a lion in that vasi- 
tion; were it a man it would be different. 
You can explain your ideas to a man, strip 
| him, and he being intelligent and obedient 
helps you to get the pose you desire, end 
you can paint him as he is. A lion lies 
down when you want him erect, and moves 
about when you want him quiet. There is 
nothing to do with him but study him as 
he is, catch today a bit, tomorrow another, 
accumulate and correct until you have 
what you seek. , 

“Sometimes in working with dogs, even 
when I have my model ir my studio, I am 
obliged to wait a long time before I can 
catch the pose I want. It may be a very 
little thing, but I have my idea of it. I 
know what I want, but I must have a 
touch of nature to enable me to carry it 
out. Often for a long time my model can- 
not be made to do what I want. Such 
waiting is sometimes almost agonizing.”’ 

Mr. Riviere’s relation to his model is, 
in faci, an interesting psychological study. 
He never follows it exactly, but he cannot 
dispense with it. In the academy pictures 
of this year there is one called Fyes to 
the Blind.“ A blind beggar sits by the 
way, and on his knees an aleri, wide- 
awake ‘terrier watches. The animal ex- 
presse; admirably. the vivid contrast 
sough:. “I had a model for that dog,“ 
says Mr. Riviere, but you would not 
know him if he were here. I did not copy 
him. I painted the dog I had in mind, 
but I could not have done ithe dog of my 
fancy if I had not had a live one be- 
fore me. Ii seems to me sometimes that 
I pearcely lock at my model, yet I must 
have him there. I suppose I look at him 
oftener than I am aware. However, I 
never copy him.“ 

RIVIERE’S USE OF BIRDS. 

What he does for dogs and lions he 
does for birds. Among the academy pic- 
tures is a ganymede. The eagle is su- 
perb in its flerce strength, its easy flight. 
‘“‘Bagles I study at the Zoo,“ as I do 
lens,“ said Mr. Riviere, but much more 
is to be gotten from a dead eagle than a 
dead lion. .You have the feathers intact. 
the wings do not become? useless 
from dexth, but can be spread and wired 
into lifelike positions, if you have studied 
from life sufficiently to know what those, 
positiows are. I can imagine that a paifiter. 
who should attempt to paint an eagle 
simply from a study of dead models, would

I paint them as 
I have pictured them to myself, and my 
model is the correction of my ideal; not 
its source.“ 15 

And so it is with al! Mr. Riviere’s animal 
subjects. They are used to study, not to 
follow. Take the puppy study given here. 
„Those puppies I had tumbling about my 
studio, and I made notes of them, as you 
see.“ And these notes, with others, became 
the ‘accumulated experience,’ which have 
resulted in some as irresistible and rol- 
licking little piece of puppy flesh as ever 
tumbled at the ‘wrong moment under the. 
foot of the unsuspecting.“ 

In the experience of all three of these 
artists with anfmals, the ‘thing which 
first strikes one and ‘which grows more 
and more impressive as one talks with 


is the endless patience and painstaking 
which they have been obliged to use in 
handling animals. To catch a particular 
movement, they must watch and wait for 
hours. To arrive at anything like a re- 
spectble knowledge of the anatomy of an 
animal, they must study specimens,’ dis- 
sect and model. To obtain specimens, they 
must travel, haunt Zoos, markets, abat- 
tolrs. When years of such work have 
made them familiar, with three or four 
different animals, then they may paint, 
but only then in having before them the 
model which gives the hint of ™Mvture, 
which is essential, whatever the power 
and experience of the artist. 

Verily, when critics and admirers say 
of the pictures of the great animal paint- 
ers that they are “‘products of genius,”’ 
they scarcely réalize how large a part 
of that genius ts downrigiat hard work.

"GUILTY, YOUR HONOR.” 


The trial of C. T. Buchanan and 
Thomas Gallagher, in Judge Ross’s 


Court, charged with conspiring to 


obstruct and obstructing the United 
States mails, ended late yesterday 
afternoon in a verdict of guilty. The 
jury were out about four hours. 
Those who have followed the testi- 
mony in this case, or who recall the 


essential facts of the crime as re- 


ported in the press of the time, will 


‘feel that the verdict reached is a 
just one. The evidence against these 
men was conclusive. Not only was 
the fact of the actual obstruction of 
the mails brought home to them, but 
the fact of conspiracy was clearly 
established... With this evidence be- 
fore them, the jury could scarcely 
have found otherwise than for convic- 
tion. Judge Ross will probably pass 
sentence upon the convicted men on 
Monday, and it is needless to say 
that the measure of their punishment 


win be strictly in accord with the 


law and the facts. 

The prompt conviction of these men 
is the more satisfactory in view of 
the fact that some months has elapsed 
since their arrest, and during that 
time the passions and hasty judg- 
ments engendered by the strike have 
given place to sober second thought. 
Too often, when public feeling has 
oled. the enormity of an offense 


* against the law is forgotten, and a. 


mock sentiment of sympathy for these 
accused of crime is allowed to have 
undue weight in the final adjudica- 
tion. Many criminals have escaped 


_ merited punishment by reason of this 
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maudlin sympathy, which persistently 
blinds itself to the wrong and danger 
and disgrace of outraged law, and 
wastes its foolish tears and its drivel- 
ing sympathies upon law-breakers 
who are unworthy of sympathy, and 
whose punishment at the hands of the 

„law they have defied and outraged 
is demanded by every consideration 
of right and justice. 

As regards these two men, they are 
not in precisely the same attitude to- 
ward the public as hardened crim- 
inals. No doubt their zeal in behalf 
of the cause of the strikers ran away 
with their discretion and overcame 
their judgment. But the fact remains, 
standing out in strong relief, that they 


_ wantonly and knowingly violated an 


express and specific statute of the 
United States, in obstructing the pas- 
sage of the mails, and in conspiring 
with others to the same end. Many 
men other than those arrested were 
doubtless technically guilty of like 
crimes at the same time, but escaped 
arrest, for one reason or another. This 
probable fact, however, in no wise 
lessens the guilt of the men just con- 
victed. They must take the punish- 
ment which they receive, and should 
be thankful if it be not the maximum 
penalty of the law. ,

ANOTHER NEW CROP FOR CALI- 
FORNIA. 


‘There seems to be no end to the 
profitable crops that can be raised in 
California. No sooner has the beet- 
sugar industry become a permanent 
success than the announcement is 
made that astonishing results have 
been obtained from experimental 
plantings of sugar cane in the central 
part of the State. There is a sugar 
experiment station in San Joaquin 
county, and the superintendent has 
recently sent his report to the Agri- 
cultural Department, stating the re- 
sults which have been attained in the 
cultivation of saccharine plants. He 
Says that the most remarkable thing 
is the growth of the stalk of cane 
after being planted so late. The crop 
Was planted in the latter part of 
April, when it should have been 
Planted in February, but in spite of 
being planted two months behind time 
it has attained a growth of five feet. 
‘Prof. Wiley of the Agricultural De- 
partment, a gentleman who visited 
Los Angeles a few years ago and who 
has direct supervision of the experi- 
ment stations, is more than pleased 
with the report which he has received 
form California.

manufacturing and refining sugar. 
This machiney is now in Kansas, and 
Representative Caminetti intends to 
get an item in the Agricultural Appro- 
priation bill appropriating $10,000 to 
move the plant to California. Next 
year the Department will make an ef- 
fort to induce farmers in Central Cal- 
ifornia to engage in growing sugar 
cane on their own responsibility, and 
when the plant is established for ex- 
tracting sugar from cane they will 
find a ready market for their product. 
The Times has frequently pointed 
out the great importance of these cash 
crops to California. The fruit-growing 
industry is assuming great proportions 
and will go on growing, which is well, 
but what is specially needed is a va- 
riety of crops that will give a cash re- 


turn to the planter within a few 


months. Wheat and barley yield 
speedy and cash returns, but the 
price of these products is too low to 
permit California farmers to grow 
them in competition with the great 
northwestern plains, with Russia and 
with India. Sugar, either from beets 
or cane, fills the demand for a valua- 
ble cash crop that will yield quick re- 
turns and stand the cost of shipment 
to a distance. 

Had the Democrats not removed the 
bounty on sugar, even going so far as 
to refuse to pay bounties already due, 
we should undoubtedly have seen a 
dozen new beet-sugar factories spring 
up in California, and these might have 
been followed by cane-sugar factories. 
How it will be now is hard to say. 
We shall probably have to wait until 
after McKinley is elected President in 
1896. 


CATOR’S SIMPLE LITTLE 
PLAN. 


Thomas Cator is generally recog- 
nized as the leader of the Populist 
party of California, and he is a can- 
didate for United States Senator. 
Consequently any views expressed by 
Mr. Cator may be safely taken as rep- 
resenting the views of the Populists 
in this State, or at least of a great 
majority of them. At the recent Pop- 
ulist State Convention in Sacramento, 
Mr. Cator favored his hearers—and, 
incidentally, the rest of the popula- 
tion of the State—with an outline of 
the plan by which the Populists pro- 
pose to run this country after they 
get there—that is to say, if they ever 
do get there. 

There is evidently nothing small 
about Mr. Cator and his Populist 
They do not Believe in any 
half-hearted measures of reform, but 
are radical, not to say revolutionary, 
in their ideas of what we need. To 
begin with, according to Mr. Cator, 
we should abolish all State and local 
governments. This is certainly a 
somewhat startling proposition, and 
might be considered as reform enough 


‘for one day, even for the Populists, 


but this is apparently only a begin- 
ning. Then, as even the Populists. 
have not yet got so far as to claim 
that we can do without government 
altogether, Mr. Cator proposes that 
all power shall centralize at the Na- 
tional capital. Congress and the State 


Legislatures: are to be abolished at. 


one fell swoop, and the government 
of the country to be placed in the 
hands of an “administrative council.” 
To most people this would look like 
a backward step rather than an ad- 
vance in the direction of free govern- 
ment, but this is not by any means 
all of Mr. Cator's plan. It is a good 
deal more radical than it appears 
from what we have already stated 
about it. According to Mr. Cator’s 
programme the entire population of 
the country—male and female, we 
presume—will be practically the Con- 
gress which shall make laws for the 
nation, the States and the cities. from 
El Monte to Milpitas, up to New Yor 
and Chicago. We do not know 
whether Mr. Cator entertains the idea 
of having this Congress of a hundred 
million members, more or less, assem- 
ble at any one place. Perhaps he 
does and perhaps he does not. No 
proposition can be considered as too 
surprising which emanates from the 
Populist party. Neither space, nor 
time, nor logic can be allowed to 
check -their enthusiastic plans for 
the reformation of the country. 
Doubtless the enterprising citizens of 
Chicago would have cheerfully under- 
taken to build a hall big enough to 
hold the population of the United 
States, with room to spare for a few 
thousand reporters, providing Mr. 
Cator and his friends would agree 
to loeate the capital of the (Populist) 
nation there. However, whether or 
not Mr. Cator entertained this plan, 
he evidently gave it up, for his propo- 
sition as outlined at Sacramento is for 
the people to vote by mail. A sort

PLANNING A HOME. 


SUGGESTIONS TO THOSE ABOUT 
TO BUILD, 


Who Will Find Their Blunders are 
Costly Experiments—Where the 
Hearts of the Family, Beat 

Together.

We assume primarily that every family 
‘wants a home. To have one that is satis- 
factory in every way means to build. 
First the ground is chosen, or perhaps it 
is already in posse In buying a site, 
he is indeed short-sighted who purchases 
out of a good vicinaige. The neighborhood 
of the future is a term with a seductive 
sound, but a twill-o’-the-wisp termination, 
a sacrifice of one's self for a passible good 
to ‘posterity.. 

Next, an architect is selected, very 
much as one calls a physician or a law- 
yer, With that ineradicable feeling thet 
he knows less of a family’s needs than 
the client himself, but also with ‘the melp- 
lessness that comes of a knowledge of ig- 
morance. 


Plans are the department that the owner 
should study as seriously as though taking, 
up a new ‘branch of science. He shauld 
first consult the various needs of his fam- 
ily, and especially the style of his estalb- 
lishment. Large accommodations for-serv- 
ants, with a door to separate ‘that de- 
partment from the rest of the house, a 
servant's bath, a servant’s hall, large 
pantries and kitchen, and all requirements 
of handsome living which are not necessi- 
ties in families whose income only enables 
them to keep two or ‘three servants. 

Before the plans are accepted they 
should be carefully studied with a view to 
the arrangement of the furniture, for this 
affects not only wall space but light and 
heat outlets. It would seem to the unin- 
itiated that there was time enough to think 
of them when the house was ready for 
chandeliers and registers, but as a matter 
of fact they must have been arranged from’ 
the start. Furnace flues mount with the 
house walls if they are stone or brick, and 
gas and electric wire tubes are placed be- 
fore ‘lath and plaster.

In one sense it is the most colossal ecan- 
dal of the time that Gotham has devel- 
oped, It differs from ordinary financial 
steals in that the men who have heen 
mixed up in it have not only been proved 
to be dishonest, but to have linked them- 


} Selves. to all manner of revolting vice. And 


the fact that they are all men who have 
sworn’ not only to keep financial faith with 
the public, their employers, but to protect 
it from the very people whom they have 
been proved by @ndoubtable testimony 
to have fostered. and encouraged in their 
crimes, adds to the amazing features of it. 
Not im the history of America, either, 
have disclosures affected so seriously the 
personnel of thé whole ‘municipal depart- 
ment. not in the history of America have 
disclosures shown so great a fester to have 
existed so long without interruption in any 
“city. 
THIRTY YEARS OF UNINTERRUPTED 
VILENBSS. 


notofious dive-keeper and all-round crim- 
inal—a man who for years boasted the 
proprietorship of a den so vile that it was 
celebrated from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, a man who has often teen locked 
up for his wrongdoings amd would ‘be now 
if he had his deserts—showed that the 
organized corruption in the police depart- 


| ment of Naw York city has existed since 


the days of the civil war, the whole city 
stood aghast. That means thirty years! 
Tt is generally conceded now that it be- 
gan before the ‘war did. And up to the 
time that Dr. Parkhurst stepped in with 
his disclosures it has never been inter- 
rupted for so much as a day. The town 
has gone through spasms of virtue when 
the police have been forced by public senti- 
ment to close up some of the dens which 
they were paid to protect, but the police 
themselves, imfinitely worse than the dens, 
had gone unscathed. Both the poliee and 
the dens knew it would only be a spasm, 
and neither dreamed for a moment of al- 
tering the pleasant relations that have so 
long existed between them. The denz 
knew that the polic® in closing them up 
were simply bowing for a time, and that 


be perm’tts. to @o on again. There was 
no bard feeling’’ on either side. 
knew that the other was “right.’’ 
police were certain that as soon as 


revenue would ‘begin to pour in, and the 
dives knew that the police were animated 
by no Hersonal enmity, or even opposition, 
when they orderel them to stop ‘business 
for a time. For years it was the custom 
for captains of police precincts to send 
men around to warn the dive-keepers when 
complaints made raids necessary, so thai 
everything could be right and tight by the 
time the police got there to enact their 
miserable farce of enforcing the law. This 
little accommodation was only omitted in 
those cases where the dive-keepers had 
failed to “put up.” In such cases out- 
raged law swept the wrongdoers away 
with a high hand. 
AN INCREDIBLE CONDITION... 
Such a condition seems incredible, but 
kt only approximates’ the condition that 
reaily existed in New York. Not only 
were hands outstretched from between the 
silken curtains of the disorderly houses 


to drop coins into the waiting palms of 


the police, ut common criminals—panel 
thieves, sawdust men, green-goods opera 
tors and a score of ‘workers in allied 
flelds—plied their trades under the direct 
care and comfort of the police of the big- 
gest city in America. During the testi- 
mony given before the Lexow Senatorial 
Committee, a green-goods operator told 
how the whole detective force had been 
working in the interests of the green- 
goods men, who thereby had been enabled 
to form what was practically a trust in 
the city. The detective force acted as a 
kind of board of directors for this trust. 
‘They divided the city into districts, each 
one of which was in charge of a certain 
green-goods man. That particular green- 
goods man was permitted to-do as much 
business as he liked in that particular 
district, and whenever he needed help he 
had but ‘to call upon certain members of 
the detective force in order to get it. If 
any Victim of the green-goods men com- 
plained, he was forced by the detectives 
to leave town or be locked up, and if 
any green-goods man so far forgot himself 
as to operate in another man’s district 
he was promptly prevented from so doing 
by the police. But no abjection was 
offered to his working in his own ter- 
‘SHARED THE PROFITS OF THIEVES. 
In return for these little courtesies, the 
green-goods men of New York paid to the 
accommodating detective force a very large 
share of their enormous profits. Reliable 
testimony will be brought out before the 
investigation ends to the effect that the 
‘police protected pickpockets as carefully 
as ‘they did green-goods swindlers. Their 
relations to panel thieves and workers 
of the badger game“ 
or less clearly understood for many years, 
and will doubtless be proved beyond a 


of ‘doubt within a few weeks. 


It is already evident that no wrong- 
doing has been too vile for the police 
to act as its abettors and protectors, when 
they were well paid for it, and no perse- 
cution too petty and contemptible for them 
to resort to for money. 
BLUB COATS AND SCARLET SKIRTS. 
Perhaps the most impressive part of 
this disgraceful spectacle is the unholy 
alliance between law and female degrada- 
tion. For thirty years the scarlet-skirted 
women of the town and the biue-coated 
men of ‘the police department have walked 
‘arm in arm through the dark byways of 
New Vork's nether life. Prostitutes and 
police have played into each’ others’ hands 
unceasingly and skillfully, The police 
have carefully seen to it that ‘the prosti- 
tutes wereenot molested, and that their 
traffic in souls was brisk—so long as the 
money ‘was given promptly at the end 
of each month in payment for the service.

It showed 
that no purse was too small to be fumbled 
at and robbed by the fattening fingers of 
the dity’s uniformed protectors. Then came 
other ‘witnesses showing that a score more 
of unimponiant laws, forgotten by all who 
did not feel ther influence directly, were 
enforced in the same paradoxical way.

(Reputable merchants who 
had submitted to these petty extortlons 
for many years swore to the ‘truth of this 
amazing condition of affairs and were fol-

THEY RULED THE LIQUOR-DEALERS. 

Afer these minor revelations major se- 
crets began to leak out again. Great dif- 
ficulty was encountered when an effort was 
made to show the relations between the 
liquor-dealers and the police; and up to 
this time a missing set of books made: 
it impossible to positively prdve the 
charges that the pro:ecuting attorneys hive 
freely made. Noone doubts now, hdwever, 
for an instant, that each one of the saloon- 
keepers who violated any of the manifold 
excise regulations of the city paid, and 
paid liberally, for the privilege. It is 
agreed that the police have had well-reg- 
ulated tariffs for different offenses. Sa- 
loonskeepers* open after 1 a.m. paid a cer- 
tain sum; saloons doing business on Sun- 
day paid another; salons selling liquor 
t More than 
half of the 7000 saloons in town committed 
all threé of these wrongdoings; so the rev- 
enue, as shown below, was enormous. Be- 
sides, it is pretty clearly understood that 
many of the low groggeries in town in 
which drugged drinks are sold and custo- 
mers robbed paid highly for the privilege 
of going unmolested, in one or two pre- 
cincts actually dividing the proceeds of 
the robberies with the police captains and 
their ward detectives. 

A SURE THING WITH THE GAMBLERS. 

Then came the gamblers. This class 
may be divided into three classes. First 
were the big gambling houses, where faro, 
roulette, rouge et noir, keno, poker and 
other like games of chance“ were car- 
ried on; then the poolrooms, in which bets 
on horseraces were illegally placed; and 
then the policy shops. ; 

Up to the present time this group has 
deen ly casually touched upon by the 
commi but enou is known to make 
a certainty of the belief that all paid the 
police large sums for the privilege of fleec- 
ing the confiding public. 

That there have been scores of other 
lines along which bood money has flowed 
into the capacious coffers of the police, no- 
body for an instant doubts. Hints of many 
have been heard and proof of many will 
doubtless develop before the Lexow Com- 
mittee ends its sittings. 

But without these minor matters the 
stealings which have already been ac- 
counted for are so enormous in their total 
that the people of New York are 
amazement. 

FIGURING UP THE TOTAB, 

It is not easy to approach accuracy in 
figuring up the aggregate of all these 
stealings. The estimates below are not too 
high, however. 
WRUNG FROM UNFORTUNATES. 

The price charged houses of prostitu- 
tion for protection was as well established 
as is the price of pig iron or wheat— 
and, unlike them, it did not fluctuate. 
When a disreputable house opened its pro- 
prietor was expected to pay $500 to the cap- 
tain of the precinct as ‘“‘initiation fee,“ 
and the expectation was always realized. 
After that, as long as the house was run- 
ning, a regular contribution of $50 a 
month was called for. Default of any 
payment was the signal for an immediate 
raid. A little figuring will show how 
much this amounted to. 

Complaints were received by the Society 
for.the Prevention of Vice of 1435 houses 
of ill fame during the past year. Frank 
Moss, counsel’ for the society, estimates 
that less than one-third of the existing 
houses were complained of. This indi- 
cates that New York’s number is 4500. 
It is an expert who says that the average 
life of a house of bad character under one 
proprietor is three years. That makes 
the inittation fee’’ of one-third of the 
houses fall due every year. So the total

SALOONKBEPERS PAID MILLIONS. 


To wind up the list t is necessary to put 
some estimate on the amount paid by sa- 
loonkeepers. There are about 7000 saloon- 
keepers in New York, and at least one-half 
of them violated the law and paid for it. 
Among them must be included not only 
violators of the 7 a. m. and Sunday laws, 
but those who sold liquor wholly withou: 
license, and those who kept concert halls, 
at which various wrong doings were toler- 
ated. Prices ranged from the thousands 
down to the low hundreds, doubtless. It 
is unquestionably fair to put the number 
at 3500 and the price at (500 a year each, 
thus getting a total of $1,750,000 per an-

WHAT THIS AMOUNT MEANS. 
This, of itself, is larger every year than 
the full indebtedness of the States of Ver- 
mont, Delaware, West Virginia, Florida, 
North Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, Utah, Idaho. 
Washington or Oregon. It almost equals 
each year the debt of New Hampshire, 
South Dakota, Mississippi or Colorado. 
That gives an idea of what the blood 
money levied yearly by the New York 
police amounts to. Now let us get a 
glimpse of the total for the thirty years 
during which this system is known to 
have been in vogue. 
$100,000,000 IN THIRTY YEARS. 


Suppose that thirty years ago the black- 
mail amounted to only 10 per cent. of what 


it did last year, and that its growth since 


then has been uniform. The figures then

It is doubtful if in the his- 
tory of America any one family has really 
owned property aggregating in value this 
stupendous sum. And yet it represents 
only what the police of New York city 
have demanded and received as bribes to 
induce them to break their oaths of office

Truly, New York has reason to hide her 
head for shame.

OF MEXICO 


(The Investor:) In our last issue we took 
occasion, in response to a number of 
inquiries, to expose the methods of the 
above styled concern, wihch is carrying on 
a confidence business in this city and in- 
creasing.Jts list of deluded subscr:bers every 
day. Since the publication of our warn- 
ing the Los Angeles Times, in its issue 
of the 16th inst., has paid its respects, edi- 
torially, to the promoters and supporters 
of what it correctly entitles, Another Lot- 
tery Scheme.” Speaking of the ‘‘Mutual 
Guarantee Company of Mexico.“ it says: 

„This enterprise is a lottery pure and 
simple, under a new form, which has been 
cunningly devised for the purpose of en- 
trapping such persons as would not think 
of purchasing tickets in a lottery. The 
enterprise was thoroughly exposed some 
time ago in Chicago, where it was at 
that time located, and has also been ex- 
posed in San Francisco. The United 
States government has refused to carry 
its matter through the majls, which ought 
to be a sufficient indication that it is an 
affair with which sensible people should 
have nothing to do.“ a: 

The local agents of the company do not 
„seem in the least dismayed by these ex- 
posures, but are keeping hard at work with 
the evident intention of making hay while 
the sun shines. In reference to the state- 
ment made in the Investor to the effect 
that a prominent Methodist divine of 
this city, who had been induced to take 
$12,000 of their contracts, had withdrawn 
from the concern, they have the effrontery 
to say that he is just as much interested 


as before, having only transferred his. 


contracts to a near relation in order not 
to be bothered by people who ask ques- 
tions. It is a fact that men whose posi- 
tion as church members gives them a 
certain standing have been induced to 
Canvass for this Mexican lottery scheme, 
and we have no reason to doubt that they 
are honest in their belief in it, although 
the assumption involves a want of re- 
spect for their business ability. 

The self conviction of having been 
duped will not be a pleasant one to those 
who have subscribed, nor will they re- 
ceive much sympathy when the game is 
stopped, as it will be soon. 

We can assure the local agents who are 
engaged in foisting their smooth scheme 
upon the public that they will have to 
account to an energetic State Commis- 
sioner of Insurance, who will stand no 
trifling with his authority, and who will 
see that the law governing such cases is 
obeyed. If the company may be classed 
as an old line company, it will then have 
to put up a deposit of $100,000 in order to 
get permission to do business in this 
State; but if it attempts to evade this 
obligation under the plea which is made 
by its attorney in his recent communica- 
tion to the Insurance Commissioner, that 
it is only an assessment concern, it will 
then be rigidly examined. The com- 
pany’s own literature ought to convince. 
any sensible business man that its scheme 
is a fraudulent one. 

LACK OF FIRE PROTECTION. . 

Property-owners in the hill section are 
much disturbed over tthe dnsufficiency of 
the water supply in cise of fire. It is an 
exception when a house that catches firs 
on the hills is saved, not because the 
firs department is inefficient, but be- 
cause the water supply is woefully short. 
There is a loud cry for dhe Council to 
bring pres sure to bear on the water com- 
pany, but some properiy-owners appear 
to think that nothing short of the de- 
struction of a Councilman’s house ‘will 
have any effect in this direction. , 

SPRINKLING STREETS. 

Land and Water has the following sug- 
gestion in regard to the sprinkling of 
streets in the hill section: 

By the present system the work is very 
imperfectly done, at great cost, and the 
steeper portions are not sprinkled at all. 
If the work was done with hose instead 
of by sprinkling carts it could be done 
very much better and at less cost. A man 
with a couple of hundred feet of hose, a 
horse and reel, could sprinkle these streets 
thoroughly. As the work is now done, 
only a small portion of the center of the 
street is sprinkled, and pedestrians are 
compelled to walk through the dust on the 
unpaved sidewalk. By the use of a hose 
this could. be remedied and the whole 
street thoroughly sprinkled.” 

THE TORRENS SYSTEM. | 

One of the most important matters to 
come before the next California Legisla- 
ture will be the adoption of the Torrens 
system-of land titles, for which there is 
a strong demand on part of property-own- 
ers and real estate agents. At the Real 
Estate Congress which was held in Chi- 
cago during the World’s Fair the follow- 
ing interesting remarks on this subject 
were made by Frank Miller, president of 
the National Bank of D. O. Mills & Co., 
Sacramento. 

Jam an officer in a national bank in 
California, and I am also a member of a 
commission appointed by the Governor 


of that State, to report on the merits of} 


the Torrens system of transferring land 
titles. I am convinced that the Torrens 
system, which has been in successful 
operation in Australia, and which was so 
strongly advocated in Illinois, Wisconsin 
and other States, is a plan which should 
be adopted in everp part of the United 
States. Most bankers do not understand 
the plan. They miss many short-time 
loans on realty because of the expense 
and dangers in abstracts and titles. They 
do not know that these impediments can 
be reduced to a small item. They, do not 
know that a perfect certificate of title 
can be granted by every county recorder, 
and that it can be transferred in one 
hour as easily and safely as a registered 
bond of the United States. The ‘national 
bankers cannot lend money on realty. 
Two or three thousand of the smaller 
national banks should ask Congress to 
permit that, some loans may be made 
on real estate to a limit not exceeding 
one-third of the assessed value. These 
loans could be collected easily, because 
savings banks and other tenders usually 
advance more than one-third and would 
be glad to take them. Remove the absurd 
and costly obstacles which are kept in 
the path of those who deal in land, and 
the national banks will wish to enter 
this field of business. Now, you must 
prove that,the man who owned your land 
fifty years ago was not married at the 
time when he deeded you the lot. This 
proof must be examined and criticised 
afresh every time that lot changes hands. 
This is intolerable,.and the present gener- 
ation will do away with such a state o 
things. 

“Wheat is no longer sold in Chicago 
by the wagon-load. Certificates of title to 
wheat are sold at auction in your great ex- 
changes to agents who represent the 
buyers in Europe. Has not the result 
been that the farmer who fgises the wheat 
now gets a higher average of prices than 
if the old system had remained un- 
changed? Does not facility of transfer in- 
crease the eeller’s profit? If the gov- 
ernment should guarantee every man’s 
title to his land, would not milHons of 
dollars be added to the land values of this 
great land? Under the Torrens system 
this can be done, and I predict that it 


will be done, and that a revolution and 


improvement in real estate will take place 
which shall de of vast importance. Tracts 
of 30,000 acres and 100,000 acres in my 
State, which aré now used by a few fam- 
ilies, will’ be broken up into smaller 
ranches of 160 acres, each one support- 
ing a man and his family, The abstract, 
which is a more bulky and important 
document than the Bible, will become a 
thing of the past.“ fe 


Undesirable Immigrants to 
Be Kept Out. 


A Society Organized in Boston to 
Agitate for a Re- 
form 


In the Immigration Laws—The 
Movement Quickly Spreading | 
to Other Parts of the 
Country. 


BOSTON, Sept. 22.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) Still another movement for the ben- 
efit of the United States at large has orig- 
inated in Boston. This time the re- 
formers have tackled th: immigration ques- 
tion and have organized themselves under 
the title, Immigration Restriction 
League.“ 


The name of the organization is indica- | 


tive of the object that the members hope 
to achieve, and they are going about it 
with characteristic methods and aggres- 
siveness, yet with a modesty that is not 
always a conspicuous trait of Eastern agi- 
tators. This is what they have to say of 
their aims in the constitution of the league: 

“The objects of this league shall be to 
advocate and work for the further judicious 
restriction or stricter regulation of immi- 


. gration, to issue documents and circulars, 


solicit facts and infomation on that sub- 
ject, hold public meetings, and to arouse 
public opinion to the necessity of a fur- 
ther exclusion of elements undesirable for 
citzenship or injurious to our national char- 
acter. It is not an object of this league to 
advocate the exclusion of laborers or other 
immigrants of such character and stand- 
ards as fit them to become citizens.“ 

The organization is non-partisan, Among 
the members are Gen. Francis A. Walker, 
Robert Treat Paine, William E. Barrett, 
Prof. N. S. Shaler, Leverett Saltonstall, 
Henry L. Higginson, Jerome Jones, Bishop 
Doane of Albany, Prof. Richmond Mayo 
Smith of Columbia College, Hon. William 
F. Draper, Hon. Henry Parkman and J. 
Martin Forbes. The vice-presidents thus. 
far selected are Col. Henry Lee, George S. 
Hale, Henry Parkman, John Fiske and 
Prof. Shaler. It is the intention to se- 
lect the rest of the vice-presidents from 
Republicans and labor men. 


The league has yet no definite policy | 


other than that of provoking discussion of 
the question and publishing such facts as 
may bear upon it. The league,“ says one 
of its recently published documents, in- 
tends to be not @ theoretical but a prac- 
tical working body. It will not at first at- 
tempt to advocate any one form or method 
of. regulation, any one theory or hobby, 
but will endeavor to inform and keep be- 
fore the public all facts and all possible 
methods in the hope of bringing about 
some reform in the present system, of 
whatever nature it may be.“ 4 

It was only last June that the league 
was organized, starting with about two 
hundred men whose names had been ob- 
tained by solicitation on the part of a 
handful of enthusiasts, and now its mem- 
bership numbers not far from one thou- 
sand. The idea not only caught on“' in 
Boston and among those who are in close 
touch with Boston people, but it has the 
immense advantage of energetic advocates, 
young men who plunged into the work 
with an ardor and persistence that com- 
pelled individuals’ to 
tention to their cause. Publication of 
documents began at once with the re- 
printing in pamphlet form of an essay by 
Robert DeC. Ward that originally appeared 
in the Charities Review for June, 1894. 
This essay was on The Present Aspect of 


the Immigration Problem,“ and it pre- 


sented some statistics of immigration, a 
summary of the present laws bearing on 
the subject, and several suggestions for 
changes in the law. The league does not 
indorse Mr. Ward’s suggestions; it may 
do so in time, and it may reject them ut- 
terly; it is at present concerned in ventilat- 
ing the subject, and to that end, would 
doubless publish and distribute any well- 
considered essay calculated to throw light 
on the matter or to set people to think- 
ing. 


and Draw Your Own Conclusions.’’ 


The figures are prepared from the re- , 


ports of the Bureau of Shacistics, and they 
show, first, that during the past twenty- 
five years the per centage of immigrant; 
from. Auztria-Hungary, Italy, Poland and 
Russia has énoreased from less than one 
to more than 38 per cent. of ithe’ total 
immigration. In 1892 the immigrants 
from the countries named amounted to 
nearly 45 per cent. of the jtotal immigra- 
tion for the year. Other tables of figures 
set forth the immigration by decades and 
years since 1820, the numbers of fcreign- 
born persons in the total population of 
various years, the distribution of immi- 
grants by nationalities in. cities or in the 
country, the proportion of insane among 
immigrarics and natives, ete. Following 


these tables are concise summaries, with- 


out a line of comment, of ‘which two are 
appended by way of Mlustration: 

‘Thus, in 1880, 18.8 per cent. of tota 
insane persons were fcrelgn born. In 
1890, 33.2 per cent. were foreign born. 
So ithat a fore*gn-born populatilan, which 
iz oply 14.77 per cent. of the total popu- 


jation, furnishes one-third of all the 
insane in the United States.“ , 
“Thus, in 1880, 37.4 per cent. of. total 


white persons. were foreign born. In 


1890, 41.5 per cent. wera, Foreign born. 
Thus a foreign population, which is 17 
per cent. of the total white populat:on, 
furnishes nearly one-batr of the white 
paupers in the Untted States.”
